Harrisburg, Oct, 7 (AP)—"Neces­ 
sary revlsloas" in the Pennsylvania 
workmen's compensation act were 
urged today by State Senator John 
H. Dent as a public hearing opened 
on operation of the law’. 
Dent, chairman of a special legis­ 
lative committee making a study 
of 
workmen’s compensation, said 
"there seems to be too great a dif­ 
ference between amounts paid in by 
employers and the amounts received 
by employes.” 
Tile law requires all workers to 
be Insured, either by the workmen’s 
compensation Insurance fund or a 
private company, against injury or 
death while at work, 
Tile committee, Dent explained, 
Intends to approach the compensa­ 
tion problem 
f r o m "some new 
angles.” He added: 
To Make Study 
"First, I believe a review of the 
state 
(Insurance) 
fund's business 
and its financial status Is In order. 
Since the fund Is used as the guinea 
pig In setting rates, it is important 
to ascertain the cost, etc., of the 
fund’s operations

INSURANCE ACT 


Harrisburg. Oct. 7 (AP)—"Neces- 


sary revisions" in the Pennsylvania 
workmen's compensation act were 
urged today' by State Senator John 
H. Dent as a public hearing opened 
on operation of the law. 


Dent, chairman of a special legis- 


lative committee making a study 
of .workmen's compensation, said 
'there seems to be too great a dif- 
ference between amounts paid in by 
employers and the amounts received 
by employes." 


The law requires all workers to 


be insured, either by the workmen's 
compensation insurance fund or a 
private company, against injury or 
death while at work. 


The committee. Dent explained, 


intends to approach the compensa- 
tion • problem from "some 
new 


angles."' He added: ' 


To Make Study 


"First, I believe a review of the 


state (insurance) fund's business 
and its financial status is in order. 
Since the fund is used as the guinea 
pig in setting rates, it is important 
to ascertain the cost, etc., of the 
fund's operations, 


"Second, I believe a comparison 


of the present law's benefits, rates 
and administration should be made 
with the act as it was under the 
(George H.) Earle administration, 
Then both studies should be com- 
pared with the law prior to the ad- 
ministration of Governor Earle."
